Harding to secure a matuiial redaction. It ia, of course, utterls m- 
poMible that the Government shotdd get back to a pre-war Lasis of 
public service. No one exp.ots it. Had tlierc been no war t^iere 
would have been a normal increase in the number of public employees 
practically in proportion to the increase In population. 

While the purpose of the Herald in trying to encourage eeouoray, 
is commendable, that paper is in error in leaving the impression that 
Congress has been at'fault. The Republican Congress loiiped in. 
mcnse sums from the ..stiniut- s of the Departments .Inniif; llie elosinir 
years of the Wilson administration, but the executive proceeded with 
the huge scale of expenditures and bequeathed large deficits to the 
Hepnblieaii adiniiiistratioji now but three months in power. The 
fault lies with the expending a.id not with the appropriattog branch 
of the government, and with the last i.recedincr administration rathei' 
than with the present. Up to June 30, the end of the tiscal year, the 
Harding adnflnistration is spendint: money chiefly in accordance with 
engagements made by the Wilson iidmlnistration. 

In 1012 one of the principal charges of the Democratic eampuipn 
was that the KVpublicaiis had built up an unnecessarily large gov- 
ernmeiital maehine \vith needless ..inployoes on the publi.' pay roll. 
They promised a reduction in this expense. They very soon found, 
however, that their charge was nbsolutely without justification and 
instead of reducing the number of public employees they made very 
radical increases. They not only added new bureaus to the public 
service but increased the personnel of bureaus already in existnce. 

Throughout the Wilson .Vdministration there was !i consistent 
effort to have tho Government enlarge its activities and perforin 
many duties that had previously been left to the states or to private 
enterprise. This enlav^'ed scope of Government service can never be 
entirely abandoned and, in many instances, it can not be greatly re- 
duced. There are, however, many opportunities in connection with 
departments and Bureaus which were frrcatly enlarged on account of 
military activity, wiiere rednetioiis can and should be made- It was 
doubtless in these departments that J'residcnt Harding expe.'ted most 
of the savings to be accomplished when he urged so emphatically ni 
one of his public addresses that expenses be cut down in order that 
taxes may later be reduced and the burden on the people matei'ially 
lifted. It was a lifting of taxes rather than a shifting the rresideni 
desired. 

Of course, each department, board and commission is impressed 
with the importance of its own work. Each is thoroughly convinc( d 
that the public welfare would be impaired if its forces are reduced. 
It is perfectly manifest, however, that if any reduction is to be ac- 
complished it can not be done by each department expecting the 
others to do the rerenohing. 

The Republican party will have .some election contests on its 
hands in 1922. It will be well for the party, if Ithc record of the 
administration is such in the matter of public expenditures that cam 
paign speakers and Republican editors will not be required to take a 
defensive position.

"Witob grus is an annual which 
must be prevented from maturing 
seeds by cutting and removal or burn- 
ing. It is not a serious pest, but the 
seeds are found quite frequently in 
field seeds. 

"The dodders are annuals which are 
found very often in clovar and atfUfii 
fields. They are parasites, growing 
from seeds, but soon losing all connec- 
tion with the ground and living onu 
the host plants, atwut which they 
twine thoir tiny straw ctildi-i.d stems. 
Small isolati'il patclicil sliould be bur- 
led, liadly infosicil Iwii-M^ slionlil be 
plowed up anil some cnllivalod crop 
grown. In no case should sci'ds be 
saved from fields containing dodder. 

"Canada thistle Is a perennial that 
Is hard to eradicate. It Is propagated 
both by seeds and rootatocks. While It 
is a very serious prat, its noxious 
charaoter prehaps has been overrated. 
Repeated cutting with a hoe and ap- 
plication of, salt, coal oil or sulphuric 
ari'i to rut the stoms In the ground Is 
Ihe cheapest and most effective rem- 
edy."

One hundred and twenty-five varie- 
ties of weed seed would bo found by a 
careful examination of field seeds sold 
In Kentucky during the year, accord- 
ing to' Prof. E. C. Vaughan, of the bot- 
any department of the Kentucky Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station. Of these, 
he says, aour dock well might be 
called the worst, with rib grass, yel- 
low dock, plantain, chlckonweed. pcp- 
porgrass, cheat, with grass, ilodder 
fUid Canada thistle. Joining It to make 
up tho ten varieties found most frc- 
Liuently. Sour dock sometimes Is call- 
ed sheep sorrel or red sorrel. 

Prof. Vaughn's statement regarding 
weeds was made in reply to a question 
put to him by a newapaper man who 
had noted the rankneaa of weeds in 
fields which bad been plowed and al- 
low^ to stand for aeveral months. 
AVhen plowed most of the fields show- 
ed no signs of weeds, hut within a tew 
months was covered with them. Many, 
he said, are perennials and fragments 
o froot remaining in the soil result in 
a growth as soon as the weather and 
proper season comes around. 

Speaking of the characteristics of 
the most common weeds and how to 
get rid of them, Prof. Vaughn said: 

"fSour dock well might be called the 
worst weed. It is a perennial and is 
propagated iabundantly by Ita mnning 
rootatocks as well aa by seeds. It 
thrives on slightly sandy, aold soils, 
and often crowds out useful crops 
Tlie best way of controlling it seems 
to be by liming so that field crops will 
grow with sufficient vigor to smother 
the sour dock. The seeds are found 
most frequently In clovers. 

"Rib grass, a perennial, also thrives 
on light sandy soils. The seeds are 
found mostly In clovers and alfalfa. 
When only a few plants occur in a 
field tbay may be removed by hand 
digging, but when ' a conaiderable 
quantity of planta are found it la best 
tn plow and enlttvate until tliay are 
destroyed. The thtckooed roOfaideks of 
this weed must be thoroughly romoved 
In all efforts of digging and cultiva- 
tion. 

'Yellow dock is a iiorennlal and Is 
a bad pest abouni viinls and farm out- 
buildings. The seeds are common in 
clover and alfalfa sewls: the plants 
harbor both the melon louse and the 
corn root lonsa. Yearly pulling aid 
deep gnfttbing ars required to destroy 
them and tbia most bo dona batere the 
seeds mature. 

"Plantatai, a perennial, la a serious 
pest Ja miurs land sasdad to ekrrers 
It ato»ls tooad about yards and waste 
places. (Continuous eultlTatlOB until 
the plants disappear is the bsat rem- 
edy. 

"Chlcltweed, an annual, blooms al- ^ p„a,j,te for tbe office of COUNTY 
mnvt the entire year and ripens seeds cLERK of Mason county, subject to 
so early that it Is diglcult to clean out. the action of the Republican voters at 
It Is a host of the melon louse. The 
best control Is a winter crop such as 
ry or hairy veatch.

reduced from 7,766 to 2,B90. 

Reductions reported by pther Ken- 
tucky cities are m follows: Covington 
from 1,844 to 460; Lexington from 
2,413 to 1,111, and Newport from 728 
to 286. 

With the exopetlon of Lexington, 
there also was a reductton In the num- 
ber ot mules In Kentucky cities. No 

explanation could be obtained con- 
cerning' why the number of mules in 
I.*xinKton Increased from 530 to 927. 
In Louisville during the same period 
they decreased from 41 to 86, and In 
Newport from 24 to 4. 

In 1910 there were 113 sheep in 
Louisville while In 1920 there were 
only twenty. Hogs in Louisville In- 
creased more than 100 per cent in 
ItlO there were 1,800 hogs in Louts- 
viUe while in 1980 the number was 
3,686. In Covington they Inoreased 
from six to sIxty-sIx, while In Lexing- 
ton tbey decreased from 807 to 204.
